CAPITAL ANO LABOR AT GRIPS IN BITTER FIGHT OVER OPEN 


DETROIT, Oct. 6.—With the Pro­ 
testant churches and the Y. M. C. A. 
as the storm center, capital and labor 


I were at grips today in their fight to 
'determ ine whether this great indus­ 
tria l city shall continue as an open 
'shop or become a unionized labor cen­ 
ser. 
This, the first storm to break the 
tranquility of the forty-sixth annual 
convention of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor which convened here 
Monday, broke in its full fury last 
night when President William Green 
of the A. F. of L., openly charged that 
the churches of Detroit were dominated 
by the manufacturing interests of the 
community. 
The fight to organize Detroit labor 
reached the convention floor today 
with the introduction of a resolution 
proposing the inauguration of a gen­ 
eral organizing ^ p p a ig n in the auto­ 
mobile Industry, TO per cent of which 
is centered in and around this city. 


It was offered by James O’Connell 
of the metal trades department of 
the A. F- of L. 
It would authorize 
the federation officers to launch this 
drive “at the earliest possible date,” 
calling a conference of all national 
and international unions to work out 
the plan of campaign. It went to the 
resolutions committee for report. 
The storm has been brewing 
for 
three months or longer. It came to a 
head with the sudden closing of the 
church doors to spokesmen for organ­ 
ized labor, after they had been formal­ 
ly invited to occupy pulpits here next 
Sunday, and the calling off of a “pro­ 
gressive mass meeting for men” at 
which President Green was to speak 
under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. 
Sunday afternoon. 
I his action came close on the heels 
of President Green’s opening conven­ 
tion address in which he declared war 
on “company unions’* as the employ­ 
ers’ substitute for trades unions and 


his assertion that the election of a 
union labor man as mayor of Detroit 
was evidence that the working people 
were not content with present labor 
conditions here. 
Green’s Attack. 
Green's attack, 
taking the formal 
public statement, was inspired by pub­ 
lished reports in Detroit earlier in the 
day that the invitations for the Sun­ 
day meeting had been recalled over­ 
night. 
There had 
been no formal 
notification to labor leaders of this 
action. 
These “Labor Sunday” meet­ 
ings, it was 
explained 
by federal 
spokesmen, bad been arranged st the 
request and through the cooperation 
of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, 
carrying out a 
policy that had prevailed since the 
federation convention of 1921. 
The 
invitation to Green to address the Y. 
M. C. A. meeting was extended last 
July by L. M. Terrill, executive sec­ 
retary of the local “Y” and reiterated 


within the last IO days. The assign­ 
ments of speakers for the church were 
ments of speakers for the churches 
were made 
by the 
federation 
of 
churches through the Detroit Minis­ 
terial association. 
But throughout 
the Sumner and 
early fall the Detroit Board of Com­ 
merce, through its official organ “The 
Detroiter,” has carried on a persistent 
campaign of publicity deprecating the 
coming of the labor convention to De­ 
troit as a “disturber” of the “peaceful 
relations” prevailing bere between em­ 
ployers and employes and charging 
that Its real objective was to convert 
Detroit Into a “closed shop” city. 
* Open Letter to Churchmen. 
An open letter to churchmen of De­ 
troit, promulgated 
through the De­ 
troiter on Sept. 27, was released for 
newspaper publication by officials of 
the Board of Commerce as their reply 
tn Green’s statement. This let'er can­ 


ters to close 
their doors to labor 
spokesmen or permit business men of 
the community to occupy the pulpits 
the following Sunday to rebut tho 
labor arguments.

CAPITAL ANO LABOR A T GRIPS IN BITTER FIGHT OVER OPEN SHOP IN INDUSTRIAL CITY OF DETROIT 


DETROIT. Oct. 6.—W ith the Pro­ 
testan t churches and the Y. M. C. A. 
as th® storm center, capital and labor 
were at grips today In their fight to 
d eterm ine w hether this great Indus­ 
trial city shall continue as an open 
shop or become a unionized labor cen­ 
ter. 
This, the first storm to break the 
tranquility of the forty-sixth annual 
convention of th e Am erican F ed era­ 
tion of Labor which convened here 
Monday, broke in its full fury last 
night when P resid en t William Green 
of the A. F. of L., openly charged that 
the churches of D etroit were dominated 
by the m anufacturing interests of the 
comm unity. 
The fight to organize Detroit labor 
reached the convention floor today 
with the introduction of a resolution 
proposing the inauguration of a gen 
erat organizing usm paign in the auto­ 
mobile industry, 80 per cent of which 
is centered in and around this city. 


It was offered by Jam es O’Connell 
of the m etal trades departm ent of 
the A. F- of L. 
It would authorize 
the federation officers to launch this 
drive “at the earliest possible date,” 
calling a conference of all national 
and in ternational unions to w ork out 
the plan of cam paign. 
It w ent to the 
resolutions com m ittee for report. 
T he storm has been brew ing 
for 
three m onths or longer. 
It cam e to a 
head with the sudden closing of the 
church doors to spokesm en for organ­ 
ized labor, a fte r they had been form al­ 
ly invited to occupy pulpits here next 
Sunday, and th e calling off of a “pro­ 
gressive m ass m eeting for m en ” at 
which P re sid e n t G reen was to speak 
under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. 
Sunday afternoon. 
This action cam e close on the heel* 
of President G reen's opening conven­ 
tion address in which he declared war 
on “company u»4ons” as the employ* 
e rs’ substitute for trade* unions and 


his assertion th at the election of a 
union labor m an a3 m ayor of Detroit 
was evidence th at the w orking people 
were not content with present labor 
conditions here. 


Green’* Attack. 
G reen's attack, 
taking the formal 
public statem ent, was inspired by pub­ 
lished reports In D etroit earlier lo the 
day th a t the invitations for the S u n ­ 
day m eeting had been recalled over­ 
night. 
There had 
been no form al 
notllR ation to labor leader* of this 
action. 
These “Labor Sunday” m eet­ 
ings, It was 
explained 
by federal 
spokesm en, bad been a rra n g e d at the 
request and through the cooperation 
of the Federal Council of C hurches of 
C hrist in America, 
carry in g out a 
policy th at had prevailed since the 
federation convention of 1921. 
T he 
invitation to Green to address the Y. 
M. C. A. meeting was extended last 
July by L. M. Terrill, executive s e c ­ 
retary of the local “ Y” aud reiterated 


within the last IO days. 
T he assign­ 
m ents of speakers for the church were

churches through the Detroit Minis­ 
terial association. 
But throughout

ployers and employes aud charging 
that its real objective was to convert 
Detroit into a “closed shop” city. 


* Open Letter to Churchmen. 
An open letter to churchm en of De 
trolt, promulgated 
through the De­ 
troiter on Sept. 27, was released for 
newspaper publication by officials of 
the Board of Commerce as th eir reply 
to Green’s statem ent. 
T his let’er call­ 
ed on churchmen to urge th eir mini* 


ters to close 
their doors to labor 
spokesm en or perm it business men of 
the com m unity to occupy the pulpits 
the following Sunday to rebut tho 
laoor argum ents. 
The hoard of com ­ 
merce, through its board of directors, 
declared:

Smuggling between the United States and Canada is a two- 
way business.

But Canada herself has a tariff wall* however modest 
which she w ants to m aintain. Canada likewise seeks protection for 
her semi-arid provinces against American bootleg liquor. 
So there is a “smuggling pact” being arranged between the 
two countries. Each will do its best to stop the evil at its source, 
interfering with the efforts of its own people to smuggle gdpds into 
, the other country. There will be more careful scrutiny of bills of 
lading and slip clearance papers made out in Canada to protect the 
shipm ent of liquor across the border. There will be exchange of 
smuggling information. 
Patrol boats of either country may be 
perm itted to chase rum riln n iis in the other’s waters. There may 
be a double border patrol.

CAPITAL ANO LABOR AT GRIPS IN BITTER FIGHT OVER OPEN SHOP 


DETROIT, Oct. 6.—With the Pro­ 
testant churches and the Y. M. C. A. 
as the storm center, capital and labor 
I were at grips today In their fight to 
'determ ine whether this great indus­ 
tr i a l city shall continue as an open 
'shop or become a unionized labor cen­ 
se r. 
I 
This, the first storm to break the 
tranquility of the forty-sixth annual 
conventiou of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor which convened here 
Monday, broke in its full fury last 
night when President William Green 
of the A. F. of L., openly charged that 
the churches of Detroit were dominated 
by the manufacturing interests of the 
community. 
The fight to organize Detroit labor 
reached the convention floor today 
with the introduction of a resolution 
proposing the inauguration of a gen 
erat organizing ^ m p a ig n in the auto­ 
mobile industry, ID per cent of which 
is centered in and around this city. 


It was offered by Jam es O’Connell 
of the metal trades department of 
the A. F- of L. 
It would authorize 
the federation officers to launch this 
drive “at the earliest possible date,” 
calling a conference of all national 
and international unions to work out 
the plan of campaign. It went to the 
resolutions committee for report. 
The storm has been brewing 
for 
three months or longer. It came to a 
head with the sudden closing of the 
church doors to spokesmen for organ­ 
ized labor, after they had been formal­ 
ly invited to occupy pulpits here next 
Sunday, and the calling off of a “pro­ 
gressive mass meeting for men” at 
which President Green was to speak 
under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. 
Sunday afternoon. 
This action came close on the heels 
of President Green’s opening conven­ 
tion address in which he declared war 
on "company unions’’ as the employ­ 
ers’ substitute for trades unions and 


his assertion that the election of a 
union labor man as mayor of Detroit 
was evidence that the working people 
were not content with present labor 
conditions here. 
Green’s Attack. 
Green's attack, 
taking the formal 
public statement, was inspired by pub­ 
lished reports in Detroit earlier in the 
day that the invitations for the Sun­ 
day meeting had been recalled over­ 
night. 
There had 
been no formal 
notification to labor leaders of this 
action. 
These "Labor Sunday” meet­ 
ings, it was 
explained 
by federal 
spokesmen, bad been arranged at the 
request and through the cooperation 
of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, 
carrying out a 
policy that had prevailed since the 
federation convention of 1921. 
The 
invitation to Green to address the Y. 
M. C. A. meeting was extended last 
July by L. M. Terrill, executive sec 
retary of the local “Y” and reiterated 


within the last IO days. 
The assign­ 
ments of speakers for the church wero 
ments of speakers for the churches 
were made 
by the 
federation 
of 
churches through the Detroit Minis­ 
terial association. 
But throughout 
the Sumner and 
early fall tho Detroit Board of Com­ 
merce, through its official organ "The 
Detroiter," has carried on a persistent 
campaign of publicity deprecating the 
coming of the labor convention to De­ 
troit as a "disturber” of the "peaceful 
relations” prevailing here between em­ 
ployers and employes aud charging 
that its real objective was to convert 
Detroit into a "closed shop” city. 
- Open Letter to Churchmen. 
An open letter to churchmen of De­ 
troit, prom ulgated 
through the De­ 
troiter on Sept. 27, was released for 
new spaper publication by officials of 
the Board of Commerce as their reply 
to G reen’s statement. This let'er call­ 
ed on churchmen to urge their minis 


tors to close 
their doors to labor 
spokesmen or permit business men of 
the community to occupy the pulpits 
the following Sunday to rebut tho 
laoor arguments. 
The board of com­ 
merce, through its board of directors, 
declared: 
“This is a part of the program of 
the American Federation of Labor to 
make Detroit a closed shop city. 
“The industrial leaders of Detroit 
did not Initiate 
this movement to 
bring their labor fight into Detroit’s 
churches. 
We 
Join 
with them in 
doubting the wisdom of making our 
churches debating grounds for such a 
subject."

Canadian Smuggling 
Smuggling between the United States and Canada is a two- 
way business. There may be more smuggling pressure in our di­ 
rection, because our tariff rates are higher than Canadas, and 
there is always a special incentive for booze running from the Do­ 
minion. But Canada herself has a tariff wallf however modest 
which she wants to maintain. Canada likewise seeks protection 
her semi-arid provinces against American bootleg liquor. 
So there is a “smuggling pact” being arranged between t ie 
two countries. Each will do its best to slop the evil at its source, 
interfering with the efforts of its own people to smuggle g<Hs ,nt® 
the other country. There will be more careful scrutiny of bills of 
lading and slip clearance papers made out in Canada to protect 
e 
shipment of liquor across the border. There will be exchange of 
smuggling information. 
Patrol boats of either country may be 
permitted to chase rum runners in the other’s waters. There may 
be a double Corder patrol. 
There is no good reason why such a friendly arrangement can­ 
not be made and carried out, between two countries which are prob­ 
ably the best international neighbors in the world. It should help 
both, in a practical way, while avoiding causes of friction and pro- 
-rooting their friendship.
